Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the 
general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants argued 
rejection of claims for lack of wriiten description of structure of antitrombin III should be withdrawn, as the structure is 
well known in the art. In addition, the prior art used in obviousnees rejection does not quote the structure of human 
antitrombin III. Examiner agreed to discuss the issue with a biotechnology speciallist. Applicants argued that 
obviousness rejection for substitution of Ser 380 with amino acids bulkier than Trp should be withdrawn, because Trp 
caused only partial independence of antitrombin III on heparin, and secondly, Huntington Ser to Cys mutant was 
modified by conjugation of the Cys residue to fluorescein making it also bulkier than Trp. The examiner indicated that 
substitution of Ser380 with amino acids substantialy less bulky than Trp would be non-obvious, but amino acids similar 
to Trp in bulkiness (Leu, lie, Val, Tyr) would be expected to be similar to Trp. 
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
